Former Grayslake 
teacher denied 
curfew change

WAUKEGAN - Former 
Grayslake High School teacher 
Jason Glick was denied curfew 
modification when he appeared 
for his preliminary hearing at 
the Nineteenth Judicial Circuit 
Court in Waukegan last week. 

Glick was charged with ag- 
gravated criminal sexual abuse 
against a 17-year-old female stu- 
dent in April. He resigned from 
Grayslake Community School 
District 127 in March. 

Associate Judge Valerie 
Ceckowski upheld a- 24-hour 
curfew ruling against Glick, de- 
spite the fact that his attorney 
had asked for curfew modifica- 
tion. 

Glick was granted permis- 



sion to transport his son to and 
from music classes on 
Mondays. He is not allowed any 
unsupervised contact with 
those under the age of 17. 

Lake County Assistant 
State's Attorney Patricia Fix 
said that because Glick lives in 
Kenosha, Wis., it would have 
been difficult to adjust his cur- 
few. 

"It's harder to modify when 
someone is out of state," she 
said. "We had a problem with 
that." 

According to Ceckowski, 
Glick had contact with the 17- 
year-old student up until die 
morning of his arrest, and 
there was also contact with the 
victim's mother. 

"We do know that until the 
date of the arrest we were hav- 
ing visits with the victim and 
the mother," she said. 

Glick, a former English and 
drama teacher, resigned from 
Dist. 127 in early March. School 
officials notified the commu- 
nity of his arrest on April 4.

abuse, a Class 2 felony, carries 
a sentence of three to seven 
years. 

Glick will return to court on 
May 18. 

Trial date set for 
similar case 

James Lobtiz entered a plea 
of not guilty at his arraignment 
at the Lake County 19th 
Judicial Circuit Court on May 
9. 

Lobitz is charged with seven 
Class 1 felony counts of crimi- 
nal sexual assault and five 
Class 2 felony counts of aggra- 
vated criminal sexual abuse. 



Know the terms 



Illinois State Law defines criminal sexual assuatt and aggravated criminal 
sexual abuse as the following: 

Criminal Sexual Assault: Includes committing an act of sexual penetration 
by use of force or threat of force or committing an act of sexual penetration 
when the accused knew that the victim was unable to understand the nature 
of the act or was unable to give knowing consent. 

Aggravated Criminal Sexual Abuse: Includes committing an act of sexual 
conduct with a victim who was at least 13 years of age but under 18 years of 
age when the act was committed and the accused was 17 years of age or 
over and held a position of trust, authority or supervision in relation to the 
victim. 



Associate Judge John 
Phillips set the- trial date for 
July 17. 

The Gurnee police arrested 
Lobitz at his home in 
Lindenhurst on April 4. 

Investigators believed that a 
sexual encounter had taken 
place between Lobitz, 36, and a 
17-year-old student at Warren 
Township High School, District 
121, where Lobitz once taught 
English and coached track, and 
at a home. 

Phillips listed the dates of 
the. alleged acts as Dec. 1, 14 



and 28. 

They began their investiga- 
tion on Jan. 6, when District 121 
placed Lobitz on administra- 
tive leave. His resignation took 
effect on Feb. 28. 

A Class 1 felony carries a 
sentence of four to 15 years in 
the Department of Corrections. 
A Class 2 felony carries a sen- 
tence of three to seven yearsl 

Phillips said the maximums 
could stretch to 30 and 14 years, 
respectively, should Lobitz be 
eligible for an extended sen- 
tence.

FWA mulls impact of 
Coast Guard rules 



FOX LAKE - Fox Waterway 
Agency (FWA) officials were expected 
to discuss impacts of a U.S. Coast 
Guard ruling on waterway events at 
their meeting this week. 

The FWA board members had two 
permit requests on the agenda, from 
the village of Fox Lake for its 
Cardboard Boat Race on Aug. 21 and 
for wake board events at the Broaken 
Oar restaurant and bar in Gary this 
summer. 

What came up in discussion 
among FWA and Chain O' Lakes resi- 
dents was a Coast Guard announce- 
ment of enforcing its permit require- 
ments. 

"The Coast Guard threw us a left 
hook. We had no idea. We will talk 
about it at our meeting this week. No 
way is the waterway a navigable wa- 
terway. It is a bogus thing/' FWA 
Chairman Howard "Bud" Scott said. 

Fox Lake Mayor Cindy Irwin said 
that the 135-day rule would impact the 
July 1 Mineola Bay fireworks display 
more than the cardboard cup regatta, 



but that fundraising for both events 
would be hurt. • 

Irwin said coupled with the high 
gas prices, taking away Chain O' 
Lakes events would be a killer eco- 
nomically to Chain marinas and 
restaurants, and such events as the 
boat races from Blarney's Island on 
Thursday nights. 

The FWA's May 11 committee meet- 
ing is at agency headquarters in Fox 
Lake. 

On another matter, Scott said that 
he was upset with the way the U.S. 
Coast Guard patrolled the Chain last 
year. 

It cut down the boat traffic coming 
to the Fox Lake American Legion Hall 
and surrounding marina gas stations, 
Scott said. 

John Watts, '.owner of Watts 
Marina, said that the Fourth of July 
Fireworks is a big draw, "a crazy 
day." 

As for the start of the boating sea- 
son, Watts said that the water level 
looks good.

Finding foods that work 

Mother soils through mountain of allergy information

GRAYSLAKE - In July 2005, Grayslake resi- 
dent Patrice Evans had the unthinkable hap- 
pen: Her son Geoffrey drank milk. 

For most mothers, this occurrence would in- 
consequentially pass. For Evans, it was poten- 
tially deadly. 

Geoffrey, 2, is allergic to milk. He also is al- 
lergic to eggs, wheat, peas and legumes. 

His older brother, Timothy, 4, is allergic to 
peanuts. Evans must monitor what both sons 
consume. 

"They're still young and I have a very con- 
trolled environment," she said. "I have to look 
at everything [they eat]." 

Approximately U million Americans suffer 
from food aDergies, according to the Food 
Allergy and Anaphylaxis Network, and there 
currently is no cure. 

May 14 to 20 is Food Allergy Awareness 
Week. Evans said it is important for awareness 
because food allergies may be life threatening. 

"People don't realize the hidden dangers," 
she said. 

Even small amounts of a food allergen can 
cause an allergic reaction. These "hidden" in- 



gredients may been found in candy, baked 
goods, trail mixes, sauces, desserts, and other 
foods. 

When Geoffrey reacted to the milk he drank 
last year, Evans said that she panicked. 

"I didn't know if he was having an anaphy- 
lactic reaction or not," she said. "The nurse [on 
the phone] said administer the Epipen and call 
911, and that is what I did." 

Geoffrey was rushed to the hospital in an 
ambulance and given a dose of steroids by doc- 
tors. Fortunately, the child recovered from the 
attack. 

Evans said that her involvement in the Food 
Allergy and Anaphylaxis Network has helped 
her stay on top of her children's conditions. 
She has made several public appearances to 
speak about food allergies and is continually 
researching the subject. 

"I've had some time to digest it," she said. 
"It's been quite a learning experience." 

She said that when her sons are teenagers it 
will be a challenge to monitor their food be- 
cause they will be making many of their own 
food choices. 

The mother of three is still waiting to find 
out if her youngest son, Avery, suffers from 
food allergies.

What is food allergy* 



A food allergy is an immune system response to a 
food that the body mistakenly believes is harmful. 

Once the immune system decides that a particular 
food is harmful, it creates specific antibodies to it. 
The next time the individual eats that food, the im- 
mune system releases massive amounts of chemi- 
cals, including histamine, in order to protect the 
body. * * 

These chemicals trigger a cascade of allergic 
symptoms that can affect the respiratory system, 
gastrointestinal tract, skin, or cardiovascular system. 

• What are the common symptoms of a reaction? 

Symptoms range from a tingling sensation in the 
mouth, swelling of the tongue and the throat, diffi- 
culty breathing, hives, vomiting, abdominal cramps, 
diarrhea, drop in blood pressure, and loss of con- 
sciousness to death. 

Symptoms typically appear within minutes to two 
hours after the person has eaten the food to which 
he or she is allergic. 

■ What is the best treatment for food allergy? 

Strict avoidance of the allergy-causing food is the 
only way to avoid a reaction. Reading ingredient la- 
bels for all foods is the key to maintaining control 
over the allergy. 

If a product doesn't have a label, allergic individu- 
als should not eat that food. If a label contains unfa- 
miliar terms, shoppers must call the manufacturer 
and ask for a definition or avoid eating that food. 

, ■ Is there a cure for Food allergies? 

Currently, there are no medications that cure food 
allergies. Strict avoidance is the only way to prevent 
a reaction. 

Most people outgrow their food allergies, although 
peanuts, nuts, fish, and shellfish are often consid- 
ered lifelong allergies.

LIBERTYVILLE - The Village of 
Libertyville was notified by the Lake County 
Clerk's office that the village property tax 
rate has decreased for the eighth consecutive 
year. 

The tax rate for 2005 property tax bills was 
mailed out this week.

Including tax. rates for providing village 
services, fire protection, and parks and recre- 
ation, Libertyville's 2004 rate was $0,474, Other

The total assessed value of all property 
within the village has increased 8.9 percent, to 
a total of $1,039,677,041. 

Even with the increase of property value, 
taxpayers will pay less in property taxes than 
if the village rate had remained the same as it 
was last year.

You can get rained out for days at a 
time or face winds that will keep your 
craft in the harbor with no income 
being earned. 

And, oh, by the way, did you know 
that marina gas is pushing four bucks 
a gallon? Ihave the ultimate respect 
for the hardy mariners that are Lake 
Michigan charter captains. 

I was recently clued into another 
group of captains. These guys are 
tournament fishermen. They make 
their livings by circling Lake 
Michigan and hitting all.of the ports 
that host big-money tourneys. These 
tournament captains realize that if 
they don't limit out with big fish, the 



rent doesn't get paid. They have to be 
successful. 

Shimano invited me for a day on 
Lake Michigan out of Michigan City. 
We'd try Shimano's new Tekota 300 
reel along with an 
array of their rods. 
The Tekota per- 
formed perfectly. 
The reel is perfect 
for both walleye 
trolling and coho 
fishing. 

We were on the 
Dreamweaver, cap- 
tained by Shane 
Ruboyanes. The 

Best Chance Too was another well- 
known boat. Captains Bill Bale and 
Dave Engel won six tournaments in 
2005 and even scored a pair of seconds. 
This success makes them Lake 
Michigan fishing equivalents of Tiger 
Woods, 

The Best Chance Too hits every 
tournament's port for two weeks at a 
time. While in port, they pre-fish for

the tournaments, but hire out as char- 
ters at the same time. Even the tourna- 
ments are chartered. 

People line up to offer these tourna- 
ment boats fees of up to $900 a day, ■ 
plus gas, for the privilege of paying 
the boat's entry fee and splitting the 
pot with them. 

If you'd like to hire Bale and Engel, 
their next open date is in June 2008! 

On our trip, we hit the water in the 
35-foot Dreamweaver and ran 20 miles, 
into Michigan waters. I wasn't expect- 
ing much action, to be truthful. The 
previous day had featured a tremen- 
dous cold front and 10 to 14-foot waves. 
I figured that fish would be finicky 
and hard to come by. Wrong! 

The first hour provided me with the 
most incredible spring coho fishing I 
have ever experienced. We had 24 
tasty cohoes and one feisty 7 : pound 
steelhead on ice when my watch 
showed that we had been fishing for 
only 60 minutes. 

Most fish came two at a time. I even 
had two cohoes on one line that had 



been rigged with double spoons. That 
was a first for me. 

Dreamweaver also markets a line of 
Super Slim Spoons really seemed to 
get the attention of the cohoes. Though 
lightweight, the spoons were rigid and 
seemed like the perfect northern pike 
bait, as well. 

I was reminded of how much fun 
that spring coho fishing is. I drove 
home with a cooler full of incredibly 
delicious fillets. I spent the day in the 
company of a group of good men and 
new friends. 

The weather was great and I 
learned many new things. 

The coho run is still on, and we 
have Lake Michigan and some excel- 
lent charter operations just a few 
miles away. I am up for another trip. 

I'd recommend that you give it a 
try, too.

In 30 years of racing, 
Marlin has seen it all, 
good and bad \

RICHMOND, Va! — Sterling Marlin is a 
throwback, a successful driver more af- 
fluent as a result of NASCAR's recent 
growth but more comfortable racing 
back in the day when it was all a bit less 
formal. 

The weekend just past marked the 30th 
anniversary of Marlin's first major 
NASCAR race, run at the Nashville 
(Tcnn.) Fairgrounds on May 8, 1976. He 
started that Winston Cup race in 30th 
place and finished 29th. It wouldn't be un- 
til Feb. 20, 1994 that Marlin would taste 
his first victory, in the Daytona 500. He's 
won nine races since, the most recent at 
Darlington (S.C.) Raceway on March 17, 
2002. 

Marlin, 48, grew up the son of a racer. 
Clifton "Coo Coo" Marlin, who died last 
year, competed in as many races as he 
could manage and gave his son a start in 
the sport. 

"Back when I got started," Marlin said, 
, "all you had were an open trailer, two-ton 
Chevrolet truck with a 16-foot bed, and 
you hauled all your toolboxes, spare tires, 
spare motor in one deal and just went 
racing, and you didn't think anything 
about it because that's all anybody else 
had. 

"That's how you used to have to do it. 
You didn't have any money. I think the 
first truck Dad bought was an old service 
truck from Goodyear, and he modified 
the bed and went racing. Back then you 
had to build your race car, build your 
trailer and build your tow truck." 

Marlin isn't living in the past-He con- 
cedes that the money and the level of 
competition are both higher now than in 
the old days. But he respects the past in a 
way few of his peers can imagine. 

"You had a little money, not a whole 
lot," said Marlin. "Money wasn't near 
what it is now. You made ends meet and

had supper on the table. That was what 
was important. There wasn't all the pres- 
sure and the nonsense that goes on now. 
All the teams really got along good, and 
you borrowed parts from one another and 
helped each othen Not that they don't 
know, but the camaraderie back then was 
really good. 

"Back then, I don't know, it was just 
more laid-back. Not near as many rules. 
...Now it's a rat race." 

Marlin, who grew up and still lives in 
Columbia, Tenn., is in his first year driv- 



ing the No, 14 Waste Management 
Chevrolet. Given the choice, he'd rather 
race the No. 22 Ford Thunderbird he 
drove for Junior Johnson in 1991-92. 

"It drove better," he said. "It was easier 
to work on. It didn't have all the high-tech 
stuff you've got now. It's harder to. get the 
cars today to handle. The measurements 
and everything else are so precise, so 
fine. It's just ridiculous."

Warren's Ian Sarachan commits to UIC 



If Sarachan isn't a household soccer 
name already around Chicago, it will 
take even more notice at the college level 
starting this fall. 

Warren Township senior Ian Sarachan, 
son of Chicago Fire coach Dave 
Sarachah, committed May 3 to play at 
Illinois-Chicago to open the 2006-07 school 
year. Sarachan joins Libertyville High 
School brothers Alen and Adis "Baggio" 
Husidic, who both signed letters of intent 
to play for UIC in February. 
- The Flames went through a dramatic 
turnaround. They jumped from a 5-12-2 
mark in 2004 to a 10-5-2 campaign this 
past season under first-year head coach 
John Trask, a former assistant coach 
with D.C. United and two of Indiana 
University's championship teams. 

"Knowing John and the way he is and 
how he's got a good background with 
Indiana and D.C. United, it will make me 
a better player," Sarachan said.

Sometimes it's difficult to spot Ian and 
his 5-foot-6 frame. So making the transi- 
tion to college, and perhaps beyond, will 
rely on his quickness and soccer savvy. 

"I'm a little guy, and I grew up being a 
little person, too. So I can appreciate it," 
Dave said. "I think Ian has learned to sur- 
vive against the big guys, using his 
quickness, using his fast feet and using 
his brain." 

"If he continues to be one step ahead 
at the collegiate level, I think that there's 
no reason why he can't succeed," he said.

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How to save money on home insurance

How to buy a used car 



Avoiding a lemon that's going to end up 

in the junk yard is a chief concern for 

many used-car buyers 



. Buying a car can be both a fun 
and nerve-wracking experience. 
While most people have a dream 
car in mind, the majority of those 
people realize much more than 
desire comes into play when 
searching for a car. Finances, 
usage and insurance costs are 
three of the biggest concerns for 
car buyers. For those looking to 
buy a used car, however, they key 
is to not spend your hard-earned 
money and end up with a lemon. 

Fortunately, most states now 
have lemon laws, protecting used- 
car buyers from shady car dealers 
and even, in some cases, private 
citizens' looking to unload their 
problem onto someone else. Many 
times, however, used-car buyers 
don't realize until it's too late that 
they purchased their car "as is," 
meaning they're not protected by 
lemon laws. For those looking to 
avoid being swindled, the Federal 
Trade Commission (FrC) offers 
these tips. 

• Do a self examination of the 
vehicle with a checklist in hand. 
Numerous automotive magazines 



write annual lists of what to look 
for in a used car. If you can't find 
any of those, ask your insurance 
company if they have any pam- 
phlets offering similar advice. Also, 
tf you have a good relationship 
with your mechanic or you know 
of an auto-repair shop that's reli- 
able and trustworthy, ask their 
advice. Many times a mechanic 
will be glad to offer his advice 
in the hopes that you'll become 
a regular customer. A me- 
chanic's advice is especially 
valuable as well , since mechan- 
ics, especially ones who aren't 
employed by dealerships, prima- 
rily work on older cars. They will 
be able to tell you which makes to 
avoid and what problems you 
can expect with each make. 

• Test drive the vehicle. While 
most people are wise enough to 
test drive a vehicle before purchas- 
ing it, you should make sure your 
test drive is a thorough one. Vary 
the road conditions on your test 
drive as much as possible. Go up 
hills, do some highway driving and 
find some stop-and-go traffic. 



Performance-wise, used cars in 
particular can vary greatly de- 
pending on road conditions. 
Going for a quick drive around, the 
block won't give you an accurate 
depiction of how the vehicle will 
perform should you buy it. 

• Ask for a maintenance 
record. A maintenance record will 
tell you how well the owner took 
care of the vehicle. If the owner 
hasn't kept records, ask who his 
mechanic is and then ask that me- 
chanic if he has records of the ve- 
hicle's maintenance. Chances are, 
the mechanic will have records of 
past service on the vehicle and he 
might be willing to share them 
with you if the owner consents. If 
the owner doesn't have records 
and won't consent to his me- 
chanic releasing them or says he 
used a variety of mechanics, walk 
away. A seller unwilling to provide 
pertinent information is a good In- 
dicator that car may not be in the 
best shape. 

• Have your mechanic inspect 
the vehicle. Your own mechanic is 
someone you can trust and will 
offer an unbiased opinion on (he 
car. Don't trust the seller's me- 
chanic or even a dealership's auto- 
repair staff. If a seller won't let you 
take the car to your own me- 
chanic, politely tell him "thanks, 
but no thanks." 



Steps to tune 
up your car 




A proper tune up performed on your vehicle will help keep it running In 
top condition. Failure to provide routine maintenance could result in 
costly repairs later on.

You get a physical to main- 
tain your overall well-being, a 
dental exam for your teeth's up- 
keep, and an eye exam to keep 
your vision in tip-top shape. 
Well, think of a tune up as the 
same concept — a health assess- 
ment and maintenance oppor- 
tunity for your car. Take your 
car to the mechanic every 
30,000 miles for a tune up to 
ensure you get normal gas 
mileage, and prevent damage 
to the engine. Here is a list of 
what the mechanic will be 
doing during a tune up of your 
vehicle: 

1. Replacing the fuel filter(s) 
to protect your fuel system. 
Fuel-injection systems don't 
need regular cleaning unless 
the injectors are clogged. These 
systems should have the throt- 
tle plate cleaned or the air-fuel 
mixture adjusted. If your car 
has a carburetor, it may need 
an adjustment. 

2. Changing the spark plugs 
and replacing the spark plug 
wires. A good set of spark plugs 
helps ignite the fuel properly, 
starts the vehicle better and in- 
creases gas mileage. * 

3. Replacing the distributor 
cap and rotor if needed. You 
need a new distributor cap if it 



has cracks or black lines. You 
need a new rotor if your me- v 
chanic finds any cracks, carbon 
tracks or burning on it. 

4. Changing the points and 
condenser if you have a car 
without an electronic ignition. 
In older cars, checking the igni- 
tion timing and adjusting as 
needed. 

5. Adjusting the valves as 
needed. Replacing the valve- 
cover gasket, especially if you 
see oil on top of your engine, a 
sign of a leak. 

6. Checking the belts and re- 
place if worn. 

7. Checking the fluids under 
the hood and replenish as nec- 
essary. Changing the oil and oil 
filter if it's been 3,000 miles 
since the last oil change. 

8. Replacing the air filter. 
Get it changed more often if you 
drive on dirt roads. * 

9. Adjusting the clutch if you 
have a manual transmission

As I drive down the road en 
route to the Volo Auto Museum on 
a beautiful spring day, I feel less 
like a reporter driving to cover a 
story as a man on a pilgrimage.

Yellow Corvette convertible. Like 
any fanatic, I've identified the year* 
and color from the hood with its 
telltale bulge, the chrome "427" 
and the lack of a "Stingray" above 
its gills. Such seemingly minor 
cues are all I need to be trans- 
ported back to countless car shows 
in summers past and hours spent 
as a boy memorizing facts and fig- 
ures from car magazines and 
books. 

But regardless of what kind of 
money it might pull in during an 
auction or the rumble of the en- 
gine under the hood, on this day, all 
that matters is its blinding beauty. 
My heart slows until passed by an 
early model Porsche 911. 1 don't 
quite have the expertise with 
Porsches that I do with Corvettes, 
so I couldn't rattle off years, en- 
gine nomenclatures and factory 
colors like I can with a vintage 
piece of fiberglass. But the appreci-

In just 10 miles, I've seen a vin-

Even though my budget can 
only muster a lightly modified do- 
mestic compact like so many en- 
thusiasts my age, I feel as though 
I'm amongst friends as they enjoy 
their automobiles. 

Making the final turn by the 
iconic General Lee 1969 Dodge 
Charger, I begin to think about 
how perfect it was to choose the 
day of the Sabbath to visit my 
church. •

LAKE FOREST - When a working 
artists' community opens its doors to 
the public, a rare glimpse is provided to 
anyone wishing to see how the creative 
process unfolds within a given art 
medium, and what an individual's effort 
will do to shapaa project. 

The Lake Forest-based Ragdale 
Foundation recently hosted a "sneak 
peek" for its summer public tour season, 
which officially runs from June to 
October. The foundation is celebrating 
its 30th anniversary this year. It is the 
fourth-largest artists' community in the 
country, as well as the largest compound 
with an interdisciplinary arts focus. 

"The time an artist spends here of- 
fers a complete freedom to work on 
whatever project they decide," said 
Meredith Eastburn, the foundation's di- 
rector of communications and pro- 
grams. "There is a distinct community 
aspect, and one of a retreat from the 
world, although not completely isolated 
from it. There are artists in residence 
that are local, also from the greater

Midwestern states, and a handful of in- 
ternational guests including London 
and Nepal." 

The home and grounds of famed ar- 
chitect Howard Van Doren Shaw con- 
tain the colony and foundation's base of 
operations, and it is listed on the 
National Register of Historic Places. 



Shaw built Ragdale in 1897, employ- 
ing a Cotswold cottage style and naming 
it after a Tudor house in Leicestershire, 
England. Shaw designed many homes in 
the Lake Forest area, as well as public 
places in the downtown area, such as the 
revered Market Square. 

Treasures of the Ragdale grounds in- 



clude the famous "bird girl" sculpture - 
created by Shaw's daughter, Sylvia Shaw 
Judson - nearly 50 acres of virgin 
prairie vistas, and many period pieces. 

In the summer of 1976, Ragdale or- 
ganization founder Alice Hayes opened 
these family grounds to four artists, and 
it has since grown to its present status of 
accommodating more than 200 artists 
annually. 

"From an artist's standpoint, it takes 
a few days of settling in and to discon- 
nect themselves from commitments of 
life, and get into the rhythm here," 
Eastburn said. "Once they've done that, 
there's an extreme productivity and 
some have remarked that more has been 
accomplished in two weeks here, than 
six months at home." 

The foundation offers time and space 
as its major commodities, and charges a 
flat daily fee of $25 a room. Visual artists 
may obtain a sleeping room with a stu- 
dio area. Prospective artists submit a 
formal proposal to the foundation, 
which outlines their project that encom- 
passes a variety of art media, from vi-

Filmmaker shoots 
in Lake County for 
first solo project

WADSWORTH - A restored 1967 
Camaro RS/SS grumbled down the 
closcd-off stretch of Wadsworth Road 
between Dilleys and Hunt Club Roads 
on the night of May 4, In its wake, 
four people stood before the barri- 
cades in front of the Wadsworth 
Bridge. 

They had not assembled beneath 
the ink-colored sky to drag race, but to 
film a scene for "Transcendence." 

Nick Richards, writer, director and 
producer of the movie, clutched a 
miniature digital video camera and 
squeezed into the back of the car to 
capture the scene, in which the female 
lead flashes back to a car crash. 

Richards, 23, shot on Wadsworth 
Road and at Salata's Funeral Home, in 
Gurnee, from May 2 to 4. 

Dave Cross, of Fox Lake, owns the 
Hot Rod Haus, in Trevor, Wis., and 
lent the car for the shoot after 
Richards's mother approached him. 
"It'd be cool to say that [I have a] car 
in this movie," Cross said of his deci- 
sion to donate the vehicle.

Cross, two actors, and Richards's "Transcendence" deals with several 

wife, sister-in-law and friend comprised themes, including the acceptance of 
the shoot's cast and crew. death as a part of life, Richards said. 



When the films starts, the protago- 
nist, Jeremiah (Andrew Ross), wakes 
up with amnesia, a handgun and a jour- 
nal filled with names. In his attempt to 
determine his identity, he enlists the 
help of a psychologist named Alex 
Cohen (Hazel Bains). Alex is depressed 
and suicidal, but finds comfort in help- 
ing Jeremiah. 

Jeremiah finds that the people listed 
in the journal are dead. As more clues 
unfold, Jeremiah suspects that he was a 
criminal or killer. He then stops his 
identity quest and begins to reinvent 
himself. In the end, Richards said, 
Jeremiah must come to terms with his 
past identity 

Richards, who owns a Michigan- 
based business that specializes in mul- 
timedia design and wedding and event 
videography. Richards has worked 
short films in the past, he said, but this 
project brings to life his first full script. 
. Richards recently graduated from " 
the Madison Media Institute in 
Madison, Wis., but the inspiration for 
this project happened before he even 
began to work toward his degree. 

Richards said he developed the con- 
cept in high school. He pointed to two 
events as influences: the death of a 
friend and a trial that fascinated him. 
The case involved a man accused of 
stabbing his wife 47 times. 

"His defense in the trial was that he 
did it in his sleep, "Richards said. "And

I couldn't wrap my head 
around it and I started theoriz- 
ing ... what if supernatural 
forces were involved in it?" 

Richards completed his 
script without editorial assis- 
tance, save friends' feedback.

Richards experienced pleas- 
ant surprise in nailing down 
locations for shoots, which in- 
cluded the sites in Lake County 
as well as some in Michigan 
and Wisconsin. 

"A lot of the scenes I ended 
up writing were based on loca- 
tions in this area," Richards 
said. "As you write, you get 
these delusions of grandeur of 
how [it's] going look, but [it's] 
better than I could've imag- 
ined." 

Richards expects to have ed- 
ited a full version of the movie 
edited by the end of this year 
and to start selling and show- 
ing the film in spring 2007.

ANTIOCH - Dennis M. Downes stood in front 
of a table in his lakeside art studio, pictures laid 
out before him. 

One photo showed him with a grossed-out, but 
victorious, grin on his face, his hands clutching 
the head and neck of a wild boar, its fur slashed 
and pink muscle showing through. 

Downes said he has boar hunted for about IB 
years, usually in Texas with his brother, nephew 
and cousin. He crafts the wooden and bronze 
spears himself, borrowing from Roman designs. 

"I don't want you to think I'm a lunatic," he 
said, chuckling, while displaying the weapons. 

Hunting, though, is just another way Downes 
enjoys the outdoors.

Art School Confidential (R): The latest 
film from director Terry Zwigoff, after 
"Crumb," "Ghost World" and "Bad 
Santa." It follows a talented young artist, 
Jerome Platz (Max Minghella), as he es- 
capes from high school, to a tiny East 
Coast art school: 

Here, the boyish freshman's ambition 
is to become the world's greatest artist, 
like his hero Picasso, Unfortunately, the.

Poseidon (PG43): When a rogue wave 
capsizes a luxury cruise ship in the mid- 
dle of the North Atlantic Ocean, a small 
group of survivors find themselves un- 
likely allies in a battle for their lives. 

Preferring to test the odds alone, ca- 
reer gambler John Dylan (Josh Lucas) 
ignores Captain's orders (Andre 
Braugher of FX's "Thief") to wait below 
for possible rescue and sets out to find 
his own way to safety. 

What begins as a solo mission soon 
draws others; Dylan is followed by a des- 
perate father (Kurt Russell) searching 
for his daughter (Emmy Rossum) and 
her fiance (Mike Vogel). The young cou- 
ple, which hours before couldn't sum- 
mon the courage to tell him they were 
engaged, now faces much graver chal- 
lenges. 

Determined to fight their way to the 
surface, the group sets off through the 
disorienting maze of twisted steel in the 
upside-down wreckage. As the unstable 
vessel rapidly fills with water, each must

While the roles written for 
the IMF team, other than Cruise 
are somewhat of a letdown, the 
characters fleshed out for 
Fishburne, Crudup, and espe- 
cially Monaghan and Russell, 
make an emotional connection 
of reality that much of the film 
lacked. 

The action sequences are so 
impressive that they keep you 
on the edge of your seat, and 
compensate for the imbalance 
within the IMF team that has 90 
percent of the focus on Cruise.- 

The opening scene that is set 
inside a small room is as in- 
tense as the mountain climbing 
shot that we saw in the begin- 
ning of "M:I-II." Pay close atten- 
tion to this and the helicopter 
chase, because the flashbacks 
and events toward the end of 
the film directly relate to the be- 
ginning in an important way. 

One of the best parts (and 
what we waited for each week) 
about the TV series from the 
1960s, which inspired the series 
of films, was how masks and 
disguises were used, and the 
way the familiar music swelled 
when the IMF team escaped 
from harm's way just in time. 

There are a few surprises in 
how these devices are used here 
that provide nice plot twists in 
the film. 

Pain's Take: I liked the movie 
and take it as it is, a great action 
flick that signals summer is 
here; at least at the cineplex. 

George's Take: I thought the ac- 
tion was outstanding, but after 
seeing the "Matrix" trilogy, 
"Lord of the Rings" and other 
high tech films with impossible 
feats, the wow factor was sort of 
ho hum. 

While the PR consensus 
seems to be that all publicity is 
good, even when it's bad, we 
thought that possibly too much 
publicity about Cruise over the 
past year would make it hard to 
get into the film. Fortunately, 
that was not the case. The 
movie is too much fun to not be 
in the moment and wonder 
what's coming next "M:HIT

* Homemade is better when it 
comes to dips, as cooking teacher 
and author Diane Morgan makes 
abundantly clear in her latest, 
"Delicious Dips" (Chronicle 
Books). 

It's a slim volume packed with a 
variety of versatile party favorites, 
from baked artichoke-parmesan 
dip and goat cheese, chive and 
pistachio spread to guacamole 
with fire-roasted tomatoes and 
chiles, red onion and orange. 

Whether or not you make your 
chips or pound cake from scratch, 
you will enjoy some of Morgan's 
gibbal favorites such as black 
bean salsa and cilantro and chiles, 
and, for dessert, bittersweet 
chocolate and grand marnier fon- 
due. 

Black Bean Salsa with 
Cilantro and Chiles 

(Makes about 3 cups) 

2 cans (16 ounces each) black 
beans, drained and rinsed 
4 green onions, including green 
tops, finely chopped 
2 plum tomatoes, cored, seeded 
and cut into 1/2-inch dice 
2 jalapeno chiles, including seeds 
and ribs, finely minced* 

1 yellow bell pepper, seeded, de- 
ribbed, and cut into 1/2-inch dice 
Juice of 2 limes 

2 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil 
1 tablespoon kosher salt 

1 tablespoon ground coriander 
1 tablespoon ground cumin 

Dippables: Fried tortilla chips, 
baked tortilla chips. 

In a large bow), combine the 
beans, green onions, tomatoes, 
chiles, bell pepper and cilantro. In a 



small bowl, stir together the lime 
juice, olive oil, salt, coriander and 
cumin until the salt dissolves and 
the spices are blended. Pour over 
the bean mixture and stir gently to 
combine. 

Transfer to a serving bowl, cover 
and set aside for 2 hours before 
serving to allow the flavors to meld. 

• For a milder salsa, discard the 
seeds and ribs.

8 ounces bittersweet chocolate, 
such as Valrhona or Scharffen

1/4 cup Grand Marnier liqueur 

Dippables: Strawberries, chunks of 
banana, spears of pineapple, wedges 
of firm Bosc pears, heart-shaped 
apple-cinnamon tortilla chips, pound 
cake, wedges of angel food cake.

Transfer to a fondue pot set over 
an alcohol or Stcrno flame to keep it 
warm, and serve immediately. 

Do-ahead; This fondue can be pre- 
pared five days in advance. Allow 
the mixture to cool, transfer it to a 
covered container and refrigerate. 
Reheat in a saucepan over low heat 
and then transfer to a fondue pot for 
serving.

Question: What is the best 
kind of exercise to increase 
your metabolic rate? 

Answer: Strength training 
is one of- the best ways to in- 
crease your metabolism so 
you will burn more calories. 
It also is great for increasing 
strength, building stronger 
bones, increasing energy, im- 
proving overall function and 
toning your body. 

Muscle is 
the most 
metaboli- 
cally active 
tissue in the 
body. 
Making 
muscles 
stronger 
will im- 
prove your ^ 
body's ability to burn un- 
wanted fat. In the first six 
weeks of starting a strength 
training program, metabo- 
lism may increase up to 30 
percent, and then it will taper 
off. 

Start with whole body type 
exercises like squats, lunges, 
pushes and pulls, with body- 
weight or light resistance for 
at least three weeks, in order 
to strengthen the tendons and 
ligaments adequately before 
increasing the load. 

Always maintain excellent 
posture throughout each exer- 
cise. This will help prevent 
injuries. 

Exercise two to three days 
a week with at least one day 
off between sessions. 

When you are going 
through your routine, you are 
breaking down the muscle tis- 
sue, so you actually are 
weaker at the end of the 
workout than you were when 
you started. You need at least 
two days for your body to re- 
build the tissue stronger than 
it was before. If you do the 



same exercise two days in a 
row you are simply breaking 
down your tissue and you will 
get no strength gain. 

After about six to eight 
weeks, you will need to 
change the exercises and ex- 
ercise parameters in order to 
continue progressing and to 
avoid boredom. A well-de- 
signed resistance program 
done in a circuit format can 
provide an excellent cardio- 
vascular workout as well. 

If you choose to do aerobic 
exercise, either do it on alter- 
nate days of your strength 
training program or do aero- 
bic exercise after your 
strength training program. 
Keep your aerobic exercise to 
30 minutes, using high inten- 
sity interval training. Long, 
drawn out aerobic exercise 
will cause muscle imbalances 
that could lead to injury. 

Try to change your aero- 
bic activity - run or walk one 
day, bike the next, swim or 
use an elliptical trainer the 
next day. 

The most important fea- 
ture of any program is 
change - the body adapts to 
the same stimulus and results 
will level off and boredom 
will set in. 

If you are injured or have 
chronic pain, please see a doc- 
tor or a C.H.E.K practitioner 
before you begin a resistance 
training program, as you may 
need some help with stability 
and motor control first. And 
always consult with your pri- 
mary care doctor if you are 
just starting an exercise pro- 
gram.

"It is possible 
your mom may not want a cat, or the 
cat you choose may not be one she 
would have picked, or that she wants. 
As far as getting an animal for free. 
If the animal is free, it is perceived as 
not having value. Further, we have 
been paying for the cost of food, litter, 
housing and medical expenses. Those 
expenses far exceed the $100 donation 
we ask. We have costs involved in car- 
ing for these animals, and while we are 
all volunteering our time we still must 
make enough to care for the animals. 



Honestly, if you can't afford the $100 
donation it's likely you can't afford the 
care a cat needs on a regular basis, es- 
pecially in the case of a medical prob- 
lem or emergency. 

Bottom line is reputable rescue 
groups and shelters will not adopt out 
an animal to someone if the pet is 
going to be a gift, nor will the pet be 
free.

Stars of stage and screen 

Muscle cars and hot rods 
aren't the only attractions as 
the museum features numerous 
automobiles from classic and 
contemporary movies. Some of 
the more notable cars include 
the time machine DeLorean 
from "Back to the Future," the 
police car from "The Blues 
Brothers," the ECTO-l car from 
"Ghostbusters" and "Eleanor," 
the *67 GT-500 Mustang from 
"Gone in 60 Seconds." 

Big screen enthusiasts aren't 
the only ones with something to 
look at. Television fans also 
have a plethora of four- 
wheeled, small screen stars to 
enjoy as well. Some of the TV 
entries include the original 
Batmobile from "Batman," 
K.I.T.T. from "Knight Rider," 
the General Lee from "The 
Dukes of Hazzard" and other 
television legends. 

"I like the Batmobile be- 
cause I used to watch that show 
all the time," museum attendee 
Sasha Marks said. "I think it's 
wonderful to see all of these^ 
cars that you recognize from all 
the different movies and TV 
shows. I'm not normally a per- 
son who's interested in cars, 
but it's so much fun to see all of 
the movie cars." 

All in all, there are more 
than 25 movie and television 
cars on display In addition to 
the media entries, there also are 
several military vehicles rang- 
ing from vintage jeeps and 
tanks to helicopters along with 
military weapons and uniforms 
in "The Combat Zone" wing of 
the museum. 

Dave Loveland, another mu- 
seum visitor, also was drawn to 
the museum, not for its muscu- 
lar entiles, but for the fun of 
seeing some of the more fa- 
mous automobiles in real life. 

"Honestly, it's the movie 
stuff that brought me out here," 
Loveland said. "I'm really not 
much of a car guy, but it's great 
to see tlie Blues Brothers car 
and Herbie, because I loved 
those movies."

The museum part of Volo 
isn't the only piece as some 
lucky patrons can even drive 
away one of Vblo's automobiles, 
Lopez estimates about 80 mus- 
cle cars are sold per month at 
Volo, making it the largest mus- 
cle car dealer in America. 

Volo cars range all across 
the map in selling price, cate- 
gory and rarity. The only thing 
that can control the buyer is 
their personal taste and the size 
of his or her wallet. 

Prices range from a 1923 
Ford Model T Roadster selling 
for just under $10,000 to a 1991 
Corvette ZR-1 for almost $24,000 
to big block classics breaking 
into the six-figure territory. 

"We try to buy- cars that are 
already restored because we 
like to get them and sell them in 
good condition," Lopez said. 
"We also do the 'Resto Mods' be- 
cause they're getting really pop- 
ular. You just can't beat the clas- 
sic style and modern conven- 
ience of having modern tech- 
nology in an older car." 

Even some of the movie cars 
are up for sale at the museum. 
Among the Hollywood entries 
that could have new owners in- 
clude several custom rides from 
"The Fast and the Furious" 
movie franchise and one of 
only 17 remaining General Lees 
from the original "Dukes of 
Hazzard" television series. 

Something for everyone 

While most won't be driving 
away in one of Vblo's cars any- 
time soon, there always will be 
plenty to look at for ail ages. 

Brad Kincaid, 18, who 
toured the museum just after 
graduating from Naval basic 
training, liked what he saw at 
the Volo. 

"We didn't think it was going 
to be this big and have this 
much to look at," Kincaid said. 
"It was really great to see all of 
the muscle cars, the movie cars, 
everything." 

The Volo Auto Museum is lo- 
cated at 27582 Volo Village Road 
in Volo. The museum is open 
seven days a week from 10 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. Admission is $8.95 for 
adults, $6.95 for seniors and vet- 
erans and active military per- 
sonnel, $4.95 for children, ages 6 
to 12, and free for children 
under 6.

Performance to pay tribute to 
Waukegan Park Board president

WAUKEGAN - It only seemed ap- 
propriate to Claudia Petrusky, 
Waukegan Park District Cultural 
Arts Superintendent, that the up- 
coming Waukegan Symphony 
Orchestra and Concert Chorus per- 
formance, "Grace Abounding," be 
dedicated to Joe Favero. 

As the Waukegan Park District 
Board President, Favero was a cham- 
pion of the arts, facilitating various 
avenues through which music, the- 
ater and other creative endeavors 
could be conveyed to area residents. 

That is the legacy he left behind 
when he died April 17, because of 
complications caused by cancer. 

Petrusky, whose office is based in 
the Jack Benny Center for the Arts 
in Waukegan's Bowen Park; said 
Favero ensured that artistic expres- 
sion was represented well by the 
park district. 

"It wasn't just that he was presi- 
dent of the Waukegan Park Board, 
but ... he was a true friend of the 
arts," Petrusky said. "He'd been very 



supportive in the creation of the cul- 
tural arts division of the park divi- 
sion. He was always very supportive 
of Jack Benny Center and arts in 
general." 

Favero also performed with both 
the Waukegan Symphony Orchestra, 
playing the trombone, and the 
Concert Chorus. 

Waukegan Symphony Orchestra 
Music Director Stephen Blackwelder 
said Favero helped foster the expan- 
sion of the park district's music pro- 
grams. 

"He's been the most articulate 
spokesperson for the arts in the 
greater Waukegan area for a whole 
generation," Blackwelder said. 
"People like that are rare because 
they can talk to normal folks and mu- 
sical and artsy folks and bridge that 
apparent gap.

CHS to put $70 million 
in Lake County hospitals

Although controversy has 
stalked previous discussions 
about the future of Vista 
Health in Waukegan and Lin- 
denhurst, all factions pulled to- 
gether to support the sale of the 
health care corporation's hold- 
ings to Tennessee-based Com- 
munity Health Systems. 

The CHS proposal for the 
purchase of St. Therese Medi- 
cal Center in Waukegan for $44 
million, Victory Memorial Hos- 
pital in Waukegan for $57 mil- 
lion and Vista Ambulatory 
Surgery in Lindenhurst, for 
$1.8 million affirms there will 
be no changes in the services or 
the number of beds at each fa- 
cility for at least 12 months 
after the closing of the sale, and 
no changes in personnel for at 
least two years after the closing 
of the sale. 

There are 71 beds at St. 
Therese and 336 beds at Victory. 

At hearings May 5 in 
Waukegan there were no objec- 
tions raised to the sale. 

The hearing is required be- 
fore the Illinois Health Facili- 
ties Planning Board can ap- 
prove the transfer. All input 



will be reviewed for 10 days 
after the hearing. 

At the hearing in Linden- 
hurst, Gary Newsome, CHS 
senior vice president of Group 
Operations, said the company 
was prepared to invest $70 mil- 
lion in capital improvements 
and construction over the next 
five years. 

One of the plans on Vista's 
drawing board for the past 
three years has been to build a 
120-bed hospital in Linden- 
hurst, to wrap around the exist- 
ing outpatient surgery and 
treatment center. 

Although the intention of 
the May 5 hearings was to con- 
sider the transfer to CHS, for- 
mer Lindenhurst Mayor Paul 
Baumunk seized the moment to 
try to lobby for a hospital in 
Lindenhurst. . 

Jeffrey Mark, executive sec- 
retary for the Illinois Health 
Facilities Planning Board, in- 
structed Baumunk that his re- 
marks were outside the scope of 
the hearing. Baumunk then 
handed a copy of his remarks 
to Newsome and to Ken 
Hawkins, CHS Sr. Vice Presi- 
dent of Acquisitions. .^ 

"I got what I wanted to say to 
the right people," Baumunk said.

Postal workers fight hunger

• Lake County postal work- 
ers will look for something 
extra by the mailbox Saturday 
as they, and postal carriers 
across the country, collect food 
for the estimated 38 million 
people who are hungry or at 
risk of hunger. 

The US. Postal Service and 
the Northern Illinois Food will 
participate in the 14th annual 
Stamp Out Hunger food drive. 
Billed as the nation's largest 
single-day food drive, more 
than 695 million pounds of 
food have been collected since 
the program's began in 1993. 

, While most people are 
aware that local food pantries 
need to keep shelves stocked 
during the holidays, hunger af- 
fects people year-round. The 
Illinois Poverty Summit 2006 
report found that in Lake 



County there are more than 
47,000 people living in poverty 
and more than a third of them 
are younger than 18. 

The Northern Illinois Food 
Bank distributes nearly 2 mil- 
lion pounds of food monthly 
to food pantries, shelters, soup 
kitchens and school snack pro- 
grams. 

"Last year, our 10 Lake 
County program sites pro- 
vided 17,383 lunches for 
schoolkids through the sum- 
mer school food service pro- 
grams," said "Amber Wood, 
Northern Illinois Food Bank's 
community and public rela- 
tions manager. "During the 
regular school year, we pro- 
vided 16,383 balanced healthy 
snacks through after school 
snack programs." 

It may be hidden from view 
but the number of children 
who don't get enough food to 
get through the school day is 



astounding, Wood said, adding 
that hunger's impact on aca- 
demic performance has been 
proven in myriad studies. 

"It's definitely important, it 
helps them concentrate in ad- 
dition to having an impact on 
their physical development," 
she said. "Some of these kids 
simply wouldn't have any din 
ner at all if it weren't for the 
after school snack they get 
And they are so grateful, so ap 
preciative -it makes a big im 
pact on their lives." 

For the U.S. Postal Service 
workers, that impact is what 
it's all about. 

Paul Yucus, a mail carrier 
from the Antioch Post Office, 
says the entire office looks for- 
ward to the second Saturday in 
May.

Before Congress split Wash- 
ington for a two-week vacation 
recently, some Democrats were 
roiling to censure or impeach 
President Bush over secret 
wiretapping. 

You have to he kidding. 

Disaffected ideologues have 
been wearing "Impeach Bush" 
T-shirts since Bush took office 
on Jan. 20, 2001. 

Others have joined the band- 
wagon since the March 2003 in- 
vasion of Iraq and revelations 
that the war was based on 
faulty intelligence. 

The last straw was the Dec, 
16 story by The New York 
Times revealing that President 
Bush authorized the National 
Security Agency to conduct do- 
mestic spying without obtain- 
ing court orders. 

The president said the gov- 
ernment would not eavesdrop 
without appropriate court ap- 
proval. 

"Any time you hear the 
United States government talk- 
ing about wiretap, a wiretap re- 
quires a court order. Nothing 
has changed, by the way," 
President Bush said in 2004. 
"When we're talking about 
chasing down terrorists, we're 
talking about getting a court 
order before we do so." 

Since the Times story, which 



the newspaper withheld for a 
year, Bush has vigorously de- 
fended the domestic surveil- 
lance as within his power as 
president during war. 

Democrats are playing dirty 
politics by calling for the cen- 
sure or impeachment of the 
president. 

About 30 members of the 
House, including two Illinois 
Democrats, support the resolu- 
tion by Rep. John Conyers Jr., 
D-Mich., to begin impeachment 
proceedings. 

And U.S. Sen. Russ Feingold, 
D-Wis., is sponsoring a resolu- 
tion to censure Bush over sur- 
veillance. Only two senators 
have signed on as co-sponsors. * 

Thirty members of the 
House is a tiny minority that 
has attracted a great deal of at- 
tention going into this year's 
midterm elections. And 
Feingold, co-sponsor with Sen. 
John McCain, R-Ariz., of new 
campaign-finance reform laws, 
is considering a run for presi- 
dent in 2008. 

The sharks are circling. 
Bush's current approval rating 
- 33 percent - is the lowest of his 
presidency, according to an 
Associated Press-Ipsos poll re- 
leased last week. 

But censure and impeach- 
ment taste bad even to sharks.

Healan said the bond with 
the dog is strong. 

"He's my little baby. I worry 
about him all the time," he 
said. 

Not just any dog can be 
used in police work. In Lake 
County, German shepherds 
are used because they can ac- 
climate well to the weather. 

Each dog must undergo a 
rigorous, three-month train- 
ing program that includes obe- 
dience, tracking, finding nar- 
cotics, and learning how to 
play, before even working with 
a police officer. The dogs are 



rewarded for their hard work 
with play time, and dogs that 
aren't interested in playing, 
aren't right for the job. 

The dogs then go through a 
two-month training with their 
human partner. 

Dogs that are too aggres- 
sive, not interested in playing, 
and those that learn too slowly 
get "washed out" to security 
companies and private owners. 

So, while some officers may 
not like the idea of a dog doing 
a cop's work, Healan said the 
K-9 units are efficient. 

"We can search a field 12 
times faster than anyone else 
can," he said. 

While working, Storm stays 
in a cage in the back of a car. 



The cage can be opened with a 
remote control. 

"Out like Superman, this 
dog flies," Healan said. 

Storm may be fierce at 
work, but he is much different 
at home, Healan said. K-9 units 
live with their partners. 

Being an officer with a K-9 
partner is a lot of work, but it's 
worth it, Healan said. He does- 
n't plan on working with any 
dog other than Storm, either. 

"When he's able to retire, he 
shouldn't see me leave home 
for work with another dog. 
This dog gave his life for me. I 
should do the same for him."

Warm weather's nuisances 
can bring more than an itch 

County health department warns against West Nile virus 



The Lake County Health 
Department/Community 
Health Center urges residents 
to protect themselves against 
West Nile Virus, which is con- 
tracted from the bite of an in- 
fected mosquito. 

Dale Galassie, the execu- 
tive director of the health de- 
partment, said 11 human 
cases of the disease were re- 
ported in Lake County last 
year. 

"West Nile Virus continues 
to be a local threat and resi- 
dents should continue to take 
precautions against it," he 
said in a statement. 

The Health Department on 
May 1 reactivated its West 
Nile Virus hotline for county 
residents to report dead birds 
and areas of stagnant water 
(in which mosquito breed), or 
to obtain information on the 
signs and symptoms of the 
virus. 

The Health Department 
will collect a limited number 
of dead crows^ robins and 
blue jays for tests beginning 



on June 1. 

The information residents 
provide will be used to moni- 
tor West Nile Virus in the 
county and identify any prob- 
lem areas that exist. The 
Health Department will share 
this information with munici- 
palities and townships. 

Most people infected with 
the virus have no symptoms 
of illness, according to the 
Health Department. But, 
some people may become ill, 
usually three to 15 days after 
the bite of an infected mos- 
quito. 

The virus may occasion- 
ally cause serious complica- 
tions. In some people, particu- 
larly the elderly, the virus can 
cause muscle weakness, in- 
flammation of the brain (en- 
cephalitis), a stiff neck, stu- 
por, disorientation, tremors, 
convulsions, paralysis, coma 
or death.

Take precautions 
against mosquitoes 

Tips from the Lake County Health 
Department on how to prevent 
mosquito bites: 

• Whenever possible, limit out- 
door activity at dusk. 

• Wear light-colored clothing that 
minimizes exposed skin and 
provides some protection from 
mosquito bites. 

• Make sure door and window 
screens fit tightly and that alt 
holes are-repaired. 

• Whenever applying mosquito 
repellent to exposed skin, always 
follow label directions. The most 
effective repellents contain DECT, 
which is an ingredient used to 
repel mosquitoes and ticks.

Kate Thompson recalls the 

moment she first recognized tlie enduring bond 
between her hometown of Tamworth, N.H., and its 
local landmark, Tlie Barnstormers, America's oldest 
professional summer tlieater. 

"I was painting one of the theaters marquee 
posters when I noticed that as actors rehearsed 
Our Town inside, the local church choir next 
door was singing "Blest Be the Tie That Binds," 
the hymn that's featured in that play. Suddenly, 
everything seemed magically connected," says 
Thompson, 59, a Tamworth native who's been 
involved with the theater since 1975. 

For citizens of Tamworth (pop, 2,510), the 
picturesque village and the theater have been inhcr--"^ 
ently linked since The Barnstormers was founded 
75 years ago by President Grover Cleveland's son, 
Francis Cleveland, his wife, Alice, and a college 
friend, Edward P. Goodnow. 

"Francis saw a [xitential audience in the swarm 
of summer visitors tliat flooded tlie area. But since 
folks weren't likely to come to Tamworth, tlie players 
"barnstormed' their shows from place to place, at first 
traveling as far as 80 miles away," says tlienter direc- 
tor Clayton Phillips, 55. "Eventually, the Clevclands 
bought a Tamworth building in tlie 30s and their 
audiences followed them home." 

Originally built as a general store, today 
the 282-seat cheater is the centerpiece of the 
community, where Main Street is bounded by 
the Swift River on one side and rolling hay 
fields on the other. 

Renovations to the theater in 1998 created 
a versatile venue that now hosts cultural activi- 
ties year-round, including concerts, a children's the- 
ater workshop oo-liostctl with tlie towns recreation 
dqxirtment, and productions by a local Shakespeare 
company and Tamworth s arts council. 

During July and August, the theater stages eight

Treanor, 42, of Guthrie, Okla. (pop. 10,505). The follow- 
ing day it was confirmed that Ashley, Luther and LaRuc 
had died in the explosion. 

For several months, a Red Cross volunteer visited the 
Treanor family weekly to assist with anything needed, 
such as (bod, and paying for Ashley's funeral and the travel 
expenses of out-of-town relatives.

For weeks after the storm, he and cwo other 
volunteers — Rachel Horvath, 20, of Fairfax, Va. 
{pop. 22,062), and Buddy Simon, 76, of Destre- 
hnn, La, (pop. 11,260) — manned a lied Cross 
vehicle cruising past toppled trees and trash-lined 
streets in southeastern Louisiana handing out hot 
meals and hope. 

Twice a day the trio hefted large insulated cool- 
ers containing more than 200 meals, cases of bot- 
tled water, condiments and snacks into the van. As 
they traveled through Destrehan and New Sarpy, 
La., Horvath announced on the loudspeaker, "Hot 
meals from Red Cross." 

Weary-worn disaster survivors, hot and sweaty 
from clearing their yards of broken tree limbs and 
storm debris, took a break from the 90-dcgree 
heat to accept a free meal and relate their trau- 
matic stories. 

"Red Cross provided food, clothing, and was 
very supportive," says Audrey Sudkamp of New 
Sarpy, La. (pop. 1,568), who had seven displaced 
people living in her home. "I appreciate it." 

After handing out the hot meals, volunteers 
dispensed snacks, Meals Ready-to-Eat (MREs) 
and cases of bottled water. "It was a good run," 
Guyett says with satisfaction. "I try to make it a 
little easier for them." 

Making a difference 

Like many recipients of Red Cross services, 
Verdelle Medlin, 79, was grateful for assistance 
when Hurricane Jeanne hit Florida in 2004. She 
was volunteering at a Red Cross shelter when she 
learned that her mobile home was destroyed by 
the storm. "The Red Cross paid my first and last 
month's rent on an apartment," says Medlin, who 
now lives in Sebring, Fla. (pop. 10,076). 

Medlin is no novice to the goodwill of the Red 
Cross. She has 60 years of experience working with

Carnivals and fairs conjure up 

many images, from cotton candy to roller coast- 
ers. But nothing is more synonymous with the 
traveling amusement shows than the Ferris wheel, 
witli its graceful rotating carriages perched high 
above the neon-lit midway. Today, Eli Bridge Co., 
which helped ensure the Ferris wheel's place in 
the hearts of carnival and fair-goers more than 
a century ago, continues to build the revolving 
rides in Jacksonville, 111. (pop 18,940). 

The mass-produced, |x>rtablc Ferris wheel owes much 
of its existence to bridge builder and big thinker WE. 
Sullivan. The founder of the Eli Bridge Co., Sullivan was 
visiting the 1893 Worlds Fair in Chicago when lie rode 
on a grand, 250-foot-tall rotating wheel. Pittsburgh bridge 
builder George W. Ferris invented die massive structure 
in an attempt to march die greatness of the Eiffel Tower, 
erected as a showpiece for the 1889 World's Fair in Paris. 

Sullivan was fascinated by die giant ride and returned 
home to Roodhouse, 111. (pop. 2,214), where lie began 
working on a smaller version. Mis goal was to create a por- 
table wheel that could be moved from carnival to carnival, 
street (air to street fair. 

"When my grandfiitlier decided to make the wheel, my 
grandmother advised him not to tell anybody, because 
they would think lie was crazy," says Lee Sullivan, 82, 
chairman of the Eli Bridge Co. board and W.E.'s grandson, . 
who lias worked for the family-owned business since He 
was a schoolboy. 

But W.E. proved the idea wasn't crazy in 1900 wlien, 
after modifying the ride several times, he developed a 
jxirrable one that could turn a profit. 

Tlie company has since manufactured more tlian l/i00 
"Big Eli" Wheels, each one made by hand. At the plant, 
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Lee Sullivan and daughter Patty cany on a century-old 
family tradition at the Ell Bridge Co. in Jacksonville, III. 

almost nothing is automated, and the factory looks 
much like it did ac the turn of the 20th century. In 
1919, after 17 expansions, tlie company moved from 
Roodhouse to a larger plant in Jacksonville. Today, 
the plant includes three buildings totaling 76,000 
square feet where workers build five sizes of wheels, 
from a 15-foot "kiddie" ride to a 61.5 -foot-tall model, 
which is sold and shipped for just under $400,000. 

"Our family considers (the comjxany) part of our 
heritage," says President and CEO Patty Sullivan, 
W.E.'s great-granddaughter, who takes a spin on each 
ride before it's shipped to a customer. 

The company's emphasis on family influ- 
ences the way it treats its 22 employees, with an 
average tenure of 18 years. "We've always tried 
to maintain good working relationships," Lee 
Sullivan says. "A number of employees have told 
me they never enjoyed working anyplace else as 
much as they have working here." 

Eli Bridge Co. doesn't build as many Ferris wheels 
as it once did because of rising insurance rates and 
fuel costs, which liave put the squeeze on the carnival 
industry. The company made just one wheel last 
year, in addition to some of its other rides such as 
the popular Scrambler and Spidermania. "But we are 
still hanging in there," says Patty Sullivan, explaining 
that the company also makes parts to maintain its 
rides in 36 countries around tlie world. Tlie company 
estimates that more than a thousand of its wlicels 
remain in operation. 

The family has no plans to stop making Ferris 
wheels. And for fun-seekers visiting a carnival or fair 
this year, the gentle and uncomplicated ride continues 
to liold an important place in their liearts. 

"Children remember their first ride with their 
parents or grandparents, and they want to give 
that same experience to their children," Patty Sul- 
livan says. "The Ferris wheel is one of the rides, that 
young lovers want to ride. People have been mar- 
ried on Ferris wheels, It's just part of Americana 
that I really don't think will ever go away."

the organization as an employee and volunteer, 
and received her Red Cross water safety instruc- 
tor certificate when she was 19. "I taught swim- 
ming, junior and senior lifesaving, and CPU 
classes until I was 50," says Medlin, who has 
volunteered with her local Red Cross chapter 
since then. 

While people such as Medlin have devoted 
much of their lives to the Red Cross, a new 
generation is increasingly joining its ranks. In 
2001, Josh Pelonio, now 18, of Snmmamish, 
Wash. (pop. 34,269), took first-aid classes and 
became a member of a Red Cross ambulance 
team that provides minor medical care at 
community events such as fun runs, marathons, 
food fairs and cultural celebrations. 

"All the skills to prepare me for this type 
of work I have gained through the Red Cross," 
says Pelonio, who as team leader orders supplies, 
recruits and schedules volunteers, and promotes 
the first-aid services to community event 
organizers. 

"Every single person we treat, I've made a 
difference in their life that helped them out," he 
says. "That's what makes it worth my time." ^

Acceding to tl>e US. Surgeon General's 2004 
report on bom; health and osteo[X)rosis, strong bones 
begin in both die womb and childhood, face critical 
needs during die fast-growing teenage years, and should 
be maintained through diet and exercise as adults. 

Neglecting bone Ixsilth can lead to osteoporosis, 
which contributes to 1.5 million fractures suffered 
annually by older Americans, 

While the body stojM adding born: mass at about 
age 30, a lifetime of good liabits can maintain and 
strengthen your skeletal system, says Dr. Felicia Cos- 
man, clinical director of the National Osrcoporosis 
Foundation. Most important ore proper nutrition and 
daily physical activity. 

"You want to put as much bone in tlie bone bank as 
you can," Cosman advises. "TIk* more you am build up 
during your childlxxxl and adolescence* — up to the age 
20 or 22 when bone mass reaches its peak — you'll haw 
a little bit more margin of error when aging eventually 
(bices you to lose bone." 

Cosman offers these bone-building suggestions 
for each stage of life: 

Babies should get most of their calories from milk 
even after they arc weaned from the breast or baby 
formula. Parents also should encourage babies to crawl, 
walk and play actively. 

Children should get three servings of low-fat 
milk, or 800 milligrams, of calcium daily, and 
exercise at least an hour each day. Low-fat cheese and 
yogurt are healthy alternatives for children who don't 
like the taste of milk. 

Teens need 1300 milligrams of calcium each day, 
more than any other age group because their bones are 
growing esjxxrially fast, and they also need at least one 
hour of daily -physical activity. Cosman says teenagers 
who miss adding bone mass during these critical years 
never make it up. 

Adults need at least 1,000 milligrams of cal- 
cium and 30 minutes of moderate physical activity 
doily. For women, menopause can contribute to bone 
loss, and they should consult with their doctor about 
the risks and benefits of hormone therapy, which 
hcl|» prevent bone loss. 

Senior adults are at a stage of life when diet and 
exercise are especially critical to prevent bone fractures.

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Boning Up 

On Calcium 

Milk on your morning cereal or an 

occasional cup of yogurt nrc good sources of, calcium, 
but they don't come close to meeting a persons 
daily calcium needs. In fact, the U.S. Surgeon 
General has singled our a lack of calcium as a 
major public health concern becuisc osteoporosis 
threatens an estimated AA million Americans, or 55 
percent of people ages 50 and older. 

Osteofxirosis is a disease characterized by deterio- 
rating bones and low bone mass, putting suflcrers at 
higher risk of debilitating fractures. A balanced diet 
with foods rich in calcium is the first line of defense. 
But if you think you're getting enough calcium in 
your daily diet, national statistics suggest otherwise. 
The Surgeon General says 75 percent of Americans 
are calcium deficient, and a recent study shows that 
most women underestimate their daily calcium needs 
by at least half. 

Your body needs calcium for more than just bone 
health. If muscles and nerves don't get enough of this 
essential mineraj from daily nutritional "deposits," 
then your body "borrows" calcium from your bones. , 

To maintain a healthy "savings account" of 
calcium, adults need at least 1,000 milligrams 
daily, while fast-growing teenagers need 1,300 mil- 
ligrams a day, according to Dawn Jackson Blatner, 
a dietician at Chicago's Northwestern Memorial 
Hospital's Wellness Institute. 

"It's a struggle for Americans to get that," says 
Blatner, also a spokesman for the American Dietetic 
Association. "People don't think about drinking milk. 
Our bodies use calcium for a lot of functions." 

Low-flit and soy milk are prime sources of calcium 
and vitamin D, which is needed to help the body 
absorb calcium, Other good calcium sources are leafy 
green vegetables, soybeans, sardines, yogurc and low- 
fat cheeses. Gilcium-fortificd products such as orange 
juice, cereal, oatmeal and even bottled water am help' 
you get your daily requirement. 

Blatner recommends natural foods as the best 
calcium source since they offer complex nutrients 
unrivaled by supplements such as pills or processed 
nutritional snack bars. For people who can't get all 
they need from natural foods, Blatner recommends a 
multi-vitamin ancj, if necessary, a calcium supplement 
endorsed by U.S. Pharmacojx:ia, an authority on medi- 
cines and supplements. Look for supplements that oner 
calcium citrate plus vitamin D. ^t

What It BONIVA? 

BONIVA Is a prescription medicino used to treat or 

prevent osteoporosis in women after menopause 

(soo "What Is osteoporosis?"). 

BONIVA may roverse bone loss by slopping more 

loss ot bono and Increasing bone mass in most 

women who take II, even though ihey won't be able 

to sco or (col a dltferonco. BONIVA may help lower 

the chances ol breaking tones (fractures). 

For BONIVA to treat or prevent osteoporosis, you have 

lo take II as prescribed. BONIVA will not work II you 

stop taking it, 

Who should not take BONIVA? 
Do not lake BONIVA it you: 

• have low blood calcium (hypocalcemia) 

• cannot sit or stand up lor at least 1 hour 
(GO minutes) 

• havo kidneys that work vary poorly 

• are allergic to ibandmnalo sodium or any ot the 
other ingredients ol BONIVA (soo Iho end of Ihis 
page lor a list of all the Ingredients In BONIVA) 

Toll your health care provider befora using 
BONIVA: 

• If you aro pregnant or planning to become 
pregnant. It Is not known II BONIVA can harm 
your unborn baby. 

• If you are brensl-feoding. It is not known II BONIVA 
passes Into your milk and II il can harm your baby. 

• have swallowing problems or other problems wllh 
your esophagus (the lube that connects your mouth 
and stomach) 

• II you have kidney problems 

• about all the medicines you take including proscrip- 
tion and non-prescription medicines, vitamins and 
supplements. Some medicines, especially certain vita- 
mins, supplements, and antacids can stop BONIVA 
from gotlirtg lo your bones, This can happen If you 
tako other medicines too close to tho lime lhat you 
take BONIVA (seo "How should I take BONIVA?"). 

How should I tako BONIVA? 

• Take BONIVA exactly as Instructed by your health 
care provider. 

• Take BONIVA llrst tiling In the morning at least 

1 hour (60 minutes) before you oat, drink anything 
other than plain water, or tako any other oral 
medicine. 

• Tako BONIVA wiih 6 to 8 ounces (about 1 full cup) 
of plain wator. Do not lake II with any other drink 
besides plain water.

What Is ostooporosls? 
Osteoporosis Is a dlseaso lhat causes bones lo 
become thinner. Thin bones can break easily. Most 
people think ol their bones as being solid like a rock. 
Actually, bono Is living tissue, jus) like other parte ol 
Iho body, such as your heart, brain, or skin. Bono 



Just happens to bo a harder typo of tissue. Bono is 
always changing. Your body keeps your bones 
strong and healthy by replacing old bono with now 
bone. 

Ostooporosls causes tho body lo remove more bone 
than il replaces. This means lhat bones get weaker. 
Woak bonos are more likely lo break. Osteoporosis 
Is a bono disease lhat is quito common In women 
aftor menopause. Al llrst, osteoporosis has no symp- 
toms, but people with osteoporosis may develop loss of 
height and aro mora likely lo break (fracture) thoir 
bones, especially Iho back (spine), wrlsi, and hip 
bones. 

Osteoporosis can bo prevented, and wjth proper 
therapy it can bo treated, 

Who Is at risk for ostooporosls? 

Talk to your health care provider about your chances 

for getting osteoporosis. 

Many things put people at risk for osteoporosis. 
The following people havo a higher chance ot 
getting ostooporosls: 

Women who: 

• are going through or who are pas) menopause 
(Ihe change! 

• are while (Caucasian) or Asian 

Peoplo who: 

• aro thin 

• have a lamily member with osteoporosis 

• do nol gel enough calcium or vitamin O 

• do not exorcise 

• smoka 

• drink alcohol often 

• toko bono thinning medicines (like 
prednisone) for a long lime
